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V. Thatthe Eſtates now Conveened again'knowing from 
the ſeverall Shires and Burghs of the Kingdome , that a ney 
Loane or Taxt vpon the ſame cropr, would be extreme hea- 
vie to all men, as well to Burgh as Land, and in ſpeciall ro 
the Commons of Edinburgh ; who are (to the regrate of the 
Committee of Eſtates) overburcened with the reking out 
of the Regiment appointed to goe out of Ecinburgh) gid 
conceive that an Exciſe would be iar more weicome to them 
becauſe it much -aſcth the fruga! doth little touch the poore, 
and lieth moſt upon the rich and idle ſpenders ſuperfluouſly 
upon their backs and bellies, and ſo favoureth vertue,and pu- 

niſherh vice, 
VI. Thar the information ſpred, will appeare to be moſt 
talſe by the Roll a{ter following , whereby all bre.:d, meal, 
fiſhes, all native Commodities neceflary for the backe or 
belly are tree, exceprtale and fleſh: and that all wrovghtcom- 
modities ofthe crafts at home are free,and all wrought com- 
modairies; as gloves, ſaddles, chaires, iron work,8&c, impor- 
red from abroad to the ruine of the crafts arid manifactoriesat 
home are to beExciſed, which joynd with their freedom from 
the burden of a new Loan, otherwayes abſolutely neceſſary, 
and offered by themſelves, will be a far greater benefit tothe 
Commons and Crates, and to every perſon. And which 
at the time of the laſt. Parliament they would have bought at 
a dearer rate, then paying one yeare a placke for a pint of ale. 
VII. That ſeeing God every yeare in his providence, by 
{carcity and dearth of the viuall, may, and often doth raile 
the prices of drink and fleſh, andſecing the Lords of Coun- 
cell and Seflion, may, and often have altered the prices, and 
the Magiſtrates of Burghs every yeare almoſt doth the 
fame : yea, oftentimes the Ofſtlers and Taverners at their 
owne hand, without any warrant from authority, or tumulr

during one yeare for the maintenance of the Cauſe of God, 
who in his juſtice for this grudge, may by dearth lay it on 
for many veares, or by the periſhing of our Armies, and de- 
livering us and our liberties into the hands of our adverſaries, 
may make us ſlaves thereunto, and to worle tyrannies both 
over our ſouls and bodies. | 

VIII. That this Exciſe cometh nor off the Merchants and 
ſellers, but oft the buyers and ſpenders: That the forraigne 
Commodities Exciſed being ſuperfluous, comes off the rich, 
and not off the poore : That experience ſheweth both, thar 
the importers thereof have at their owne hand doubled 
this Exgiſe, and that notwithſtanding thereof, the trade of 
theſe ſuperfluities dayly increaſed to the ruine of the ſub- 
ſtance of the Kingdome : That the fewer (uperfluities be im- 
ported, it is the better for the Commons, and the reſt of 
the Kingdame;and the highneſle of their Rate,is many rimes 
the mother bt frugaliry : Thatthe exporting of all Commo- 
dities, except coale and ſalt, (which makes them ſtay and ſell 
the cheaper at home) 15 free of Exciſe, and that forale an\l 
fleſh, and other Commodities Exciſed, wherein the Com- 
mons may ſ{eeme to have any common burden with the 
reſt, it 1s evident by the Roll, that all in Countrey, or 
mn Citie, payes alike according to the meaſure. of their 
ipending, and that the Nobleman and Gentleman, payes as 
much for the drinke which he breweth of his owr e malt, in 
his owne houſe, for his owne private families uſe, as 
IS paid in the Taverns :- And fuch like for his owne kyne, 
and ſheep, as 15 paid in the Markets, that the burden may bee 
every way equall, and lie rather upon the rich then upon the 
poore, 

IX. That the ſtriteſt courſe that can be adviſed, will bee 
telolved upon, for the lifting of it up as exactly in every 
landward Pariſh, as in the Burghs ; and that in ſuch a way, 
as may be moſt beneficiall unto the Þublick, without being 
Ye A 2 CON- 
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conſumed by the charges ot SubcolleQours : and whatfe. 
ver money is gotten thereby, is reſolved to be no wayes ſent 
out of the Kingdome, or applied to any private ule, but tg 

provide within the Countrey all; manner of proviſtons to be 
ſent untothe Army ; and forthat end, and during thetime 
of extreme neceſlity allanerly. 

X. That whereas ſome may feare the dangeroulneſle of 
the preparative,and apprehend that it will never be removed: 
They would conſider the like objeftion may be mace againſt 
the Taxt or Loane, giving in of ſilver works, and ail manner 
of contributions, and that as the Parliament and Convention 
gave onely warrant to lay it on for the maintenance of the 
Army, fo they cannot bee preſumed to be fo diſpoſed, as to 
deſire the continuance of ſuch a burden upon themſelves on 
whom none can impoſe it or continue it, but themſelves; and 
whether now it bee done or not, it any ſubſequent Parlia- 
ment be preſumed to be {o diſpoſed, the Objeftours knowes 
as well that they may legally do it, as they know that none 
of the Eſtates now living and guiding the Kingdome, who 
have ſo heartily ventured their lives and fortunes to prelerve 
the liberties of the Kingdome from ſlavery would ever con- 
deſcend to it. 

X I. We would ſeriouſly ponder that by our Covenant 
firſt and laſt we have {worne unto Godto [pend our lives and 
Eſtates in this Cauſe of Religion , to preſerve the Liberties 
of the Kirk and Kingdome , which mainely confiſts in the | 
maintenance of the authoritic and dignitie of the ſupreme Ju- 
dicatories thereof, and to promove by all lawfull meanes all 
{ſuch publick reſolutions as by them ſhould be tound to conr 
duceto ſo good a cauſe, and not to ſuffer our ſelves to be 
divided or withdrawne therefrom,or to caſt in any let or im- 
pediment to hinder the ſame, eſpecially ſeeing the impeders *: 
of a publick reſolution of the Convention, which ſhall be :
